An elevation and topographical 
survey is being made in Narberth to 
determine the feasibility of a vehicu- 
lar tunnel under the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, connecting the north and 
south sides of the borough at Essex 
avenue. 

Considerable of an engineering job 
is indicated for the proposed under- 
pass in the preliminary work done by 
the surveyors under the direction of 
Fred W. G. Peck. There is a dif- 
ference of six feet in the elevations 
of the two sides at Essex avenue, the 
north having 18 feet clearance and 
the. south 12 feet, and also North 
Essex and South Essex avenues are 
not in a line with each other. 

At the point, also, there are three 
different grades encountered, Haver- 
ford avenue sloping to the south, Es- 
sex avenue to the cast and the rail- 
road rising to the west. The survey 
includes the entire center of Narberth 
bounded by Narberth, Windsor and 
North Wynnewood avenues, East 
Wynnewood road and Chestnut ave- 
nue. 

Data and a topographical map are 
expected to be ready for the Public 
Improvements Committee appointed 
by Burgess John R. Hall and also for 
Borough Council about May 1. 
Among other phases considered by the 
committee is the possible necessity of 
a redesign of the Narberth railroad 
station. 

Mr. Peck's corps is also working on 
two Montgomery County topograph- 
ical projects under the supervision 
of Frank A. Schrepfer, of Narberth, 
professor of landscape engineering at 
the University of Pennsylvania, and 
by direction of the county commission- 
ers. 

Mr. Peck also has prepared plans 
for the regrouping of the Community 
War Memorial, a project of the Har- 
old D. Speakman Post, American 
Legion, Narberth.
